Summary of tho Guiding Policy towards Monchurin, 


Tho fundamont-l policy of tho Japonose Bnpiro of guiding Manchuria is 
based upon tho spirit of tho Joponoso-Monchurian Protocol and it is to dovolop 
Menchuria into an indopondont nation possossing indivisiblo rolations with 
the Japanoso Bnpiro. 


Essontial Points, 


le Japan's guiding policy towards Muchurin will ondoavor to harmonizo 

tho raco and to moko thom enjoy lifo and duty in accordanco with tho charact} 
oristics of Menchurian socioty and in respecting the dignitios of indopondonco 
and old customs, thus giving light and contentmont to high and lor, officials 
or civilians, # that all pooplo will strivo to complote the groat task of 
founding on ompiro. During this poriod, it is of course nocessnry to maintain 
consistently tho latent rctivitios of tho Jopaneso Bmpiro's dircctivo poworse 


2. Although positivo guidanco is opcrated in matters rolcting to Manchuria'ts 
fundamontal constitution, national dofonse, public ordor ond foreign policy, 
basic matters important in carrying out JapaneseeManchurion economics, ond 
in important internal affairs concerning the establishmont of tho foundation 
of tho ompiro, othor matters oro ontrusted to tho liboral activitios of the 
authoritios of Manchuria, 


3e Diroctions tovards Manchuria shall bo oxocutod substantially by Japanoso 
officials undor tho jurisdiction of the commandor of the Kwantung ormy and 

the <mbassador of Japan rosiding in Monchuria according to the systom now in 
offoct, As Japaneso officials must bo tho nuclous in tho oxocution of 
national affairs, tho soloction and nomination of tho officinls must bo 
appropriato, ond cvory possiblo moasuro mst bo made in ordor to convinco thon 
of tho prosont dirocting policy, %3 voll as to provido thom with a centor of 
thoir activitios and to maintain tho presont systom contorcd on tho gonoral 
affairs dopsrtment so as to facilitnto th dministration. 


4e ALthough Monchurin has a constitutionil monurchy as its ultimnte aim, sho 
Will maintain the prosont Sy3ton for tho timo boing, ‘and tho formal constie 
tution shall bo onactod nftor duliborato considorntion, 

It sholl bo kopt in mind tant political partics, or othor political 
organizations in Mnnchuria, must not oxist for tho tino boing. 


5e Tho Administration of Manchuria will obolish oxtromo contralizntion, ona 
resvoetine tradt*tonnd iaend aytan ewe ¢477 ne orem #0 haymnnian 4+ 4th 
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6e Tho crmy ‘nd novel armancnt of Menchuria shall bo limited to thet necos- 
Sory for anintencnes of intornal public ordor, Navortholoss, the noccssary 
defense cqvipmonts .nd mmrinos towards tho noighboring countrics shall be 
complotcd gradurlly rhon nceossitatod. 


7e Relative to Monchyriats y:intonance of public ordor, tho inspcetive 
orgunizations must bo specially completed in accordonco with the specialty 

of the foundation of the ompire, and tho intornal and“¢xternal conditions 

of tho said country, and rust strive with communicntion by tho Kyvan tung 
rogineat to ward off beforchend oll intornal or oxtornal moveronts tonding 

to destroy the nation. Tho bility of solf-dofonsc, which is tho spocial 
cherector of Manchurians, muct bo utilizod thoroughly concerning public ordor. 


8. Tho foroign policy of Maachurir: is foundod on tho forcign policy of our 
Eupire which is to socure tho penes of the Bast 2nd to uphold the noblo causo 
to tho whole world, .nd sho must cect in concert with thio policy. Although 
the opon door oud the principlo of oqual opportunity aro maintainod, applica- 
tion is limited to mittors which are not rostrictcd by the demands of national 
dofcnsc. 


$e Tho aim of Manchurian cconony lies in the notional unification of Inapanose 
end Manchurian economics in ordor to ostablish securoly the foundation of our 
Bapire's cxpunsion of oconomic povors to tho wholo torld, cnd at tho smo timo 
to strongtion the cconomie powers of Manchuria, and lse it must bo plannod to 
gu-rsateo inprovemont cnd oquity of national life. 


10¢ Cosoxistence ond co-prospority of Japan ‘nd Manchuria is tho spirit of 
Manchuria's oconomical developnont, ond although those which ore rostrictod 
by the domands of tho-nationcl dofonse of our “™mpire sro put undor our poor, 
others lie within the power of Manchurin and are doquately oporated by fair 
and open economic netivities of nitionals or foroignors. 


ll. .6 the transportction “nd correspoidoace in Manchuria his on ospecially 
close rolationship to national dofense ..nd maintenance of public pescc, it is 
Pleecd under tho powor of the Japansse apvornment and the carliost poscible 
consolidating completion snd devolopmont of all oe tablishmunts is desirod. 


12. ‘Tho finances of Manchuria, though considoring the appropriatenoss of tho 
pecplo's rosponsibility, must be yuickly ostoblishcd, ond ot tho same time fulfil 
tio obligction of shwing tho military expenses of the oray stationed in tp 
Wanchurias Adequate messures may bo takcoi cn conciderntion of financial or 

othor conditions in !mehuria relating to tho utilization and coiloction of 
Japanese lonns to Chinn which coneorn Manchurioe 


13¢ Tho oducation or Ianchuricas mst ve directod wita tho object cf making 
then. conscious of tly indivisible rolaticnship with Japen, to avekon in thom 
tho pride of possessing 2 specicl mission of eronting neaeco in the East and 
to cultivate the Ql of ucrscnizing cho five races. alco. stross must de 
1lsid on labor cducction, and ousiness education rust bo promotcde 
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lj. Tho systom of laws must bo quickly comploted and tho org2nization must bo 
borfoctod rospccting ospoecially nation tl characteristics and customs, concorne 
ing tho juridicature of Manchuria, 2nd to cultivato in all parts tho good 
custom of oboying the lav, %s woll os to ostatlish foroign confidonco so as 
to roalize the graducl abolishment of oxtratorritorial jurisdiction.
